WEEKLY REVIEW. 


Of the Canned Foods Situation. Market Reports. 
Conditions and Changes. Outlook. 


y 


In this section the week opened up cold and dicidedly 
unseasonable, but it soon warmed up, and the end of the 
week found the balmiest kind of a May day. The rains 
in the early part of the week furnished just the right 
amount of moisture, and the heat coming on later made all 
growing things jump. The result is that the week may 
be written down as a favorable one for all canners’ crops 
as yet affected by weather conditions. Moreover the prepa- 
ration of the ground for both corn and tomatoes made de- 
cided progress, though it is a noticeable thing that long 
stretches of Harford County, where corn always flourishes 
in season, are untouched as yet. Whether they will remain 
beautifully devoid of any trace of sweet corn remains to 
be seen. But it must take a pretty good nerve to plant 
large acres of corn in the face of present corn market con- 
ditions, for the heavy, dull sag seems to grow heavier and 
duller as time goes on. It will take a wonderful “reversal 
of form to put this one across a winner” in this year’s race, 
and the “wise ones” will save their money. This is in the 
prevailing parlance of Harford County, for reasons many 
of our readers will thoroughly understand, but we hope 
they will take the “tip.” 

In Wisconsin the weather is reported as too fine, at 
least for the pea crop. Since seeding began there, there 
has been no rain whatever, which, in the first place, will 
result in the planting of every acre first decided upon, and 
possibly some extras; but in the second place adds uncer- 
tainty to the outcome, since it takes moisture to make the 
seed sprout and grow. As the seed planted is decidedly of 
better quality than for the past several years, it is to be ex- 
pected results, in both quality and quantity, will be better; 
but once again, all this hinges upon the contingency of fa- 
vorable weather conditions—the right admixture of mois- 
ture, heat and sunshine. It may now be considered that 
the crop is in, and therefore the weather conditions on this 
section are all important, 
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low the market, only to have them rejected and sold at even 


In New York State conditions have not been greatly 
different from those in Wisconsin, though the temperature 
has not been so high. They have been favorable for the 
planting of pea seed, and advantage has been taken of the 
opportunity. As in the Western state, the acreage is, if 
anything, somewhat larger than last year, and, in general, 
has been planted to better quality seed. Not all of the 
work has been done, however, as yet, but very favorable 
progress has been made. 

In Colorado, which is rapidly becoming one of the 
great canning States, and particularly so with respect to 
peas, the season does not commence as early as the lower- 
lying regions, but development is usually more rapid. This 
accounts for the excellent tenderness of the crops produced 
there. Reports all indicate favorable conditions thus far, 
and the State looks forward to a larger production than the 
average. 

In Maryland and Delaware, whose pea-packing per- 
centage has dwindled since the more Northern and Western 
States took up pea-packing on such immense scales, the 
vines are well started and making good growth. The early 
damage will soon be definitely known, and there can be but 
little question that the crop and ultimate pack have been 
considerably curtailed. These frosts, however, did more 
damage to the strawberry crops than to peas, as they caught 
the berries in their most tender state, just as the blossoms 
were forming. It will not be surprising to learn that the 
‘ berry crops have been seriously damaged. 

Preparations for the tomato acreage are going on in 
all sections of the country and under generally favorable 
conditions. Agreements with the growers have been 
reached, as a rule, and in the majority of cases represent a 
compromise between the prices demanded by the growers 
and the prices offered by the canners. This is about equiv- 
alent to saying that last year’s prices are this year’s, for the 
growers demanded $1 advance and the canners offered $1 
less. Of course, this condition is not true in all localities, 
but speaking generally the country over it holds good. As 
to the extent of this acreage, there is but little question but 
that it will equal last’s years, if it does not go it one better 
by a good margin. But sight should not be lost of the 
fact that last year’s acreage was a big one, and that it was 
the results from it that kept the gack to the figures seen. 
With a good yield from the same amount of acreage this 
year’s pack of tomatoes would be considerably larger than 
last year’s. There has been no effort to curtail this acreage, 
a thing, however, that it is not too late even now to seri- 
ously consider. Of course, the uncertainties of the season 
are to be dealt with, but if an abnormal acreage is not 
planted, an abnormal yield cannot be gotten from it. And 
there is danger of overdoing it. Strictly speaking, the year 
is not one in which to produce an extremely heavy pack, 
and nature cannot always be counted upon to step in and 
take a hand for the protection of the thoughtless packer. At 
present prices of futures there is nothing in them to induce 
packers to make a heavy pack, so the sane and sensible plan 
would be to go moderately at this, and pack fine quality 
goods from an acreage not so large as to overcrowd the 
factory. 

There is not much of interest to report in the general 
market. This market has felt the demand from all sections 
for fancy tomatoes, and as a consequence they are scarce 
and high here. There have been some anxious sellers of 
poor quality tomatoes, who have put them out at prices be- 


lower figures. 


The New York market has suffered much 
from this, and as a consequence is weak. The Chicago 
market is holding large blocks of Eastern tomatoes in ware- 
house, and this uneasiness, spreading to these holders, has 
caused them to release. Even as far south as Louisville, 
Tomatoes of good quality are reported offered at 80c. de- 
livered. It is a danger we pointed out months ago, that 
these poor quality goods must be gotten rid of, and when 
the attempt was made, it would break the market. And our 
prediction has not been far wrong. 

In corn we learn of considerable inquiry for the better 
grades, though the market shows no inclination to advance 
even on these. In poorer grades the bottom seems to have 
fallen out, and the goods are being delivered in the West 
as low as 42%c., and some sales even lower. Fair quality 
goods are being sold in this section as low as 45c., and bet- 
ter quality at 50c., but buying is mainly reported very slow 
and as showing no life whatever. 

There has been the usual amount of demand for the 
general line of fruits and special packings, purchases how- 
ever being in small volume for immediate consumption. 
There is a very apparent lack of confidence on the part of 
jobbers, and the result is they are refusing to stock up on 
any articles, not only canned foods, but the same is true on 
all lines of merchandise. ; 

Market prices and the particular condition of each 
leading market in the country are to be found on their regu- 
lar pages, and it will be noticed that conditions are quite 
similar in all sections. 


NOTICE TO CANNERS OF FOOD PRODUCTS. 


By the Maryland State Department of Health. 

You are hereby notified that food products prepared 
in a cannery or other establishment, same being in an un- 
sanitary and unclean condition, will be deemed by this De- 
partment unfit for human food. 


The following precautions are necessary in the prepa- 
ration of food products in the judgment of this Board: 

1. The floors of all buildings used for canning pur- 
poses must be made water-tight, and connected with drain 
or sewer, so as to prevent juices from seeping through on 
the ground below, where they would become stagnant and 
offensive. 

2. No litter must be allowed to collect in or around 
the building, and the same must be kept in a clean and 
sanitary condition. 

3. Separate toilet rooms must be maintained for male 
and female employees and same kept in a clean and sani- 
tary condition. 

4. Wash stations, with soap and towels, must be main- 
tained at convenient places in and around the building, and 
employees compelled to keep themselves clean and tidy. 

5. Employees must not smoke or spit in the filling 
department where foods are being prepared for canning. 
Employees must not spit upon the floors or walls in any 
department connected with the canning factory.

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The New York Market 


A trend of uncertainty exists among buyers and sellers—Tomatoes have not been planted 


and tendency is upward—Low price corn is a handy-cap to the better article— 
Canned peas are strong and hard to get - Some interesting regarding fruits and fish 


products—Picked up in the market. 


New York, May 2, 1913. 
The Market.—The situation so far as trade is con- 
cerned is not much different from what it has been here- 
_tofore, but buyers are showing a little more disposition to 
create a firmer feeling by refusing to allow their goods to 
go without full outside quotations. ‘There is, however, a 
considerable quantity of goods in market which have been 
rejected and are now being offered at reduced prices. This 
has a tendency to weaken some varieties, though, of course, 
this does not apply to all. The outlook now is that this 
will shortly be cleaned up, and that trade will assume a 
much more active appearance than before this season. Re- 
tailers are believed to be carrying light stocks, and nearly 
all holders are confident that it will be necessary to buy ex- 
tensively to satisfy their customers. Meanwhile stocks are 
gradually declining under a steady consuming demand, 


though here and there a factor complains that he is not ob-. 


taining his share of business. In time the market will, it 
is believed, be substantially bare of some grades of all va- 
rieties. It is then that holders look for higher prices. It is 
not easy to determine exactly what is being done. Nearly 
all holders are reluctant to say, and many of them are quite 
confident, that if they only wait long enough they will be 
able to secure whatever they want in the way of prices. 
This may, cr may not be true. Few are sufficiently certain 
of their position to want to say this definitely. The market 
presents few features, and few are purchasing stock be- 
yond their present necessities 

Tomatoes.—Nothing has been done toward planting 
in the Northern sections. Indeed, the weather has been 
too cold and the ground too wet with recent rains to per- 
mit working. For this reason it may be true that there is 
a slight firmness in the market, which has a tendency to 
make holders more certain that their prices will be better 
in the future. It is possible to buy spot goods at 77M%c., but 
nearly all holders are asking 80c., regular terms f. o. b. 
factory. Buyers are satisfying their wants only, and there 
is no disposition to purchase in a sepeculative way in any 
quarter, nor does any buyer, so far as can be judged by 
what he does, appear anxious to secure goods which might 
be more than his immediate need. No. 2s can be bought at 
60c., but nearly all holders want 62%c. regular terms fac- 
tory for full standards. Buying is relatively light, but 
holders are firm in their views and refuse to make con- 
cessions. No. 1os are pressed for sale at $2.65 f. 0. b. fac- 
tory. Buyers take very few. A fair interest is noted in 
futures at 80c. for No. 3s, and 6oc. for No. 2s, while No. 
10s can be bought for $2.40, all f. 0. b. shipping point, regu- 
lar terms, season’s delivery. Buying is light, and nearly all 
packers are indifferent about selling any more at present at 
least. It is said by some that buyers and packers are gradu- 
ally drawing closer together, and some say that more con- 
tracts have been made during the past week than in any 
similar period this season. Meanwhile growers and pack- 


ers are reported as settling their differences, and contracts 
for raw stock are being made at $8.00a9.00 a ton. The re- 
duction of the dollar, which has been a stumbling block 
heretofore, will have a tendency to develop business some- 
what.

Corn.—Fine grades are wanted and considerable de- 
mand has developed during the past few days, but sales 
have been chiefly in small lots, and“in most instances ap- 
parently to cover present requirements only. Some Maine 
fancy is reported to have changed hands at $1.00@1.05, 
which is a high value for even Maine stock. Other fancy 
stock is high, but movement has been too slight to make a 
market. A continued free offering of old pack cheap corn 
is reported, and this has a tendency to keep the» market 
more or less weak. Holders are urging that, and buyers 
will not offer the best figure for any grade as long as the 
market is overloaded with low-price goods. What will be 
done about curtailing production is a question which must 
be determined by future events. No one can say now, 
though it is known that the pressure upon planters to re- 
duce acreage is very strong. It may be that success will 
follow their efforts. 

Peas.—Much stock has changed hands, chiefly in 
small lots, within the past few days. Buyers want a few, 
but are not anxious to take hold very freely. Meanwhile 
medium grades are held firmly, and best stock is wanted at 
full outside figures. Not many futures are selling. Indeed, 
there are none who seem to want futures, though a few 
packers are ready to offer them, if the buyer says the word. 
The conditions which surround the crop are so uncertain 


that few packers are ready to make further offerings of fu- 
tures. They have their doubts about being able to fill 
orders. Indeed, a number in each section have withdrawn 
from the market and refuse to make further offers until 
some indication of the probable crop is procurable. The 
cold weather and the failure to germinate have all exerted 
an influence and have helped to make the market more 
uncertain. 

String Beans.—No. 1 Refugees are held with confi- 
dence, but other grades are somewhat indifferent. Very 
few are buying, and those who are, want only relatively 
small lots. Conditions seem to remain about the same, and 
holders are indisposed to make concessions, nor are buy- 
ers ready to take more than are ré@quired for immediate 
use. 

Sweet Potatoes.—The market is dull and the tone is 
decidedly weak. Not many holders are able to land orders, 
and those who are, only in a limited way. No important 
reduction has been made, but it is unquestionably possible 
to buy below quotations in some quarters 

Beets—lIncreased demand is reported, and holders 
appear to be a shade firmer in their views. Some good 
sales have been made of late, most of them at full outside 
quotations. In instances holders are disposed to allow buy- 
ers of considerable quantities to have liberal lots at a shade 
reduction, but this is clearly unusual in the present state 
of the market. 

Spinach.—Stock seems to be held as quoted, and No. 
1os can be picked up at $2.00, though even that figure 
doesn’t seem to attract much attention. The feeling in the 
market is one of dullness. 

Pumpkin.—In the main the market remains un- 
changed, though there is little to create interest. Holders

would be glad to dispose of their stock, and buyers might 
take hold in a small way if quotations were satisfactory. 


Squash.—Conditions have not changed materially of . 


late, though there is little interest manifested and buyers 
remain indifferent. Holders are awaiting the change in 
sentiment, which they are sure is coming, and will be ready 
with plenty of stock whenever demand begins. 

Fruits.—A fair buying interest is reported for most 
articles in the list, and sales are made in a fair way to buy- 
ers, who apparently find it necessary to replenish broken 
stocks or satisfy an unexpected demand for some variety. 

Peaches.—Stocks are not heavy, particularly of the 
better grades. Meanwhile uncertainty prevails regarding 
the probable crop this year, which exerts an influence to- 


ward keeping prices up on canned stock. California goods . 


are not plentiful, and holders are generally firm in their 
views, while the possibility of a smaller output in the South 
has created a firmer feeling in that variety. Buying is too 
small to create very much interest, aside from that which 
usually attaches to routine demand. 

Apricots.—Conditions have not changed materially 
since last week, and holders are rather uncertain about 
the future. It is known that stocks are not heavy, and this 
has a tendency to keep prices up, with an advancing tend- 
ency developing in most grades. 

Pears.—Holders are not anxious sellers, and there is 
little disposition shown to urge movement. As a whole, 
the market presents no few features; and sales are made in 
a small way chiefly, apparently merely to satisfy the re- 
quirements of holders who have sold out. 

Plums.—It would be possible to buy plums at the 
ruling figure, but no holder desires to take more than he 
needs right now. The feeling in the market is one which 
borders on indifference, though maybe a slight increase in 
demand would change things materially. 

Pineapple.—Stocks are known to be in relatively 
small compass, and nothing can be obtained in 2% extra 
sliced below $2.30. The buying of future sliced and 
crushed of all grades is said to be on a fair scale at the 
opening basis. 

Cherries.—As a whole the market has not changed, 
though individual buyers may have purchased more than 
usual. California stock of the better grades is not plenti- 
ful, while Eastern-packed goods are becoming somewhat 
scarce. The outlook for the coming crop in the East and 
South is not as good as most growers and packers would 
like to see. 

Apples.—The mafket on best grades is a trifle firmer 
for New York State stock, but other varieties remain about 
as they were. The outlook for the crop may have its in- 
fluence. It is now estimated at 60,000,000 barrels, which 
is 10,000,000 barrels more than last year. Holders of fancy 
grades are firm in their views, and buyers are indifferent. 

Rhubarb.—The packing season is progressing well, 
but no buying of consequence is reported during the week 
just passed. Nearly all buyers appear to have satisfied 
their wants for the present, and the tendency is to refuse 
to make further contracts. 

Strawberries.—A little pressure to sell is noted as 
the season for new pack to begin approaches. The pros- 
pect seems to be good for an average output. Holders 
would be glad to dispose of what they have before the new 
pack is ready for distribution. 

Blackberries.—The market is not active, and in in- 
stances holders have attempted to force activity by offer- 
ing at lower rates. It is not known how well this experi- 


ment has succeeded, but apparently not very well, since they 
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still continue to make offers which are below market quo- 


tations. 


Blueberries.—The situation has not changed mate- 


‘rially recently though in some cases a seller has offered a 


block at concessionss. Large bakers appear to be well sup- 
plied for the present, and the market remains quiet and 
without important event. ; 

Raspberries.—The situation offers no features. Black 
stock is firmer than red, but either could be bought at con- 
cessions, if sufficient were taken at a time. Holdings are 
not heavy, but dealers would be glad to see them more. 

Gooseberries.—In the main there is no _ change. 
Holders have fair stocks, though not liberal, and buyers 
are somewhat indifferent. The situation offers possibili- 
ties for improvement. 


Salmon.—Chinooks in second hands are held firmly, 
and the same may be said of sockeye. There are no sup- 
plies of either in first hands. Buyers take only small quan- 
tities. Alaska reds are dull and easy, with some holders 
quite ready to make concessions to clear what they have. 
Mediums are in much the same position. Pinks are un- 
changed, but there is no movement of importance. Other 
grades are not wante_, and holders find buyers indifferent. 

Lobsters.—No change is reported, and sales are 
made in a small way only at very high figures. This stock 
is now among the luxuries, and the market for it is very 
small. 

Oysters.—The advances recently noted all hold good 
and movement is restricted. Not much is done in any size 
at present, but buyers are sure that trade will be better 
shortly. 

Shrimp.—The situation is unchanged. Nearly all 
holders are firm in their views and refuse to allow their 
goods to go without full outside quotations. Conditions 
are looked upon as rather favoring holders. 

Crab Meat.—Supplies are scarce in this country and 
the shortage abroad seems to warrant the belief that all 
stock will be high this season. Holders are not urging 
sales, and buyers are somewhat indifferent. 


PICLED UP IN THE MARKET. 

The Lee Canning Co., Lee, N. Y., which lost its plant 
by fire a short time ago, will not rebuild this year, accord- 
ing to a report from there. 

Among the passengers who returned on the Carmania 
Saturday last were J. K. Armsby, head of the J. K. Arms- 
by Company, and Mrs. Armsby, who have been in Europe 
three months or more. They left immediately for Chicago. 

An advice from France says that the Brittany sardine 
canners have decided not to open their canneries during 
1913. The run of fish is light and labor is expensive. 

C. W. Ross, Jr., of the Monocacy Valley Canning 
Company, Frederick, Md., has been in New York the past 
few days, making his headquarters with U. H. Dudley & 
Co. He reports seeding and germinating as somewhat 
backward in his vicinity. 

Work at the Maine sardine canneries has begun in 
good earnest. Indications are that the run of fish will be 
large. This is what all the towns along the Coast are 
saying. Nearly all of last season’s pack has been disposed 
of, it is said. 

Advices from Portugal are that the sardine pack will 
begin in a few days, and promises well. An importer says 
the market here is bare. 

Thos. F. Whitmarsh, of Francis H. Leggitt & Co., 
has been elected vice-president of the Broadway Trust Co. 

W. P. Sills, of the J. K. Armsby Co., and Mrs. Sills 
are home from a trip to Europe.

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The Chicago Market 


Market for Corn is not up to fourteen million cases—General grocery conditions in Chicago 
on a conservative basis—Prospects to a strong revival in trade and much improve- 
ment is hoped for—Politics has passed out of business. 


Reported by Telegraph 


Chicago, May 2, 1913. 
Readjustment of Prices.—In carefully canvassing this 
market this week it is found that wholesale grocers have 
made important and extensive readjustments of prices. 


Chicago is a market somewhat different from others in 
canned foods as to revision or reallignment of prices. 


The wholesale grocers of this market set the prices and 
make the selling market. 
houses working between the packer and wholesale grocer or 
stock-carrying brokers in canned foods here. Sometimes 
brokers control the sale of canned foods held on consign- 


ment or in warehouses here, but the selling price is con- 
trolled and fixed by the packers or owners. 


There are one or two houses in Chicago that try to 
confine their sales to wholesale trade and carry some stock ; 
but their sales are largely confined to the interior or small 
country jobbers who order in lots of 25 to 100 cases, and 
the wholesale grocers compete so fiercely for such orders 
that no profit is left the canned foods jobber from which to 
pay brokerage to the country jobbing point brokers or run- 
ning expenses. 

It is hard, very hard, for a jobber in canned foods to 
do business and live, selling to the wholesale trade in Chi- 
cago. The houses here have such large capital, and what 
is more important, such a distributive power or trade, that 
they can buy in larger quantities than the intermediate 


house, and take in all the snaps or good things before the 
intermediate house has a chance to buy them. 


Then, there is a condition of antagonism existing be- 
tween wholesale grocery houses and jobbing houses, to the 
extent that the larger houses will not buy freely or willing- 
ly of them. This is because of the rivalry between the 


wholesale grocery houses and the jobbing houses for mixed . 


carload orders which come here from the interior. 

Neither are the regular or legitimate brokers, who do 
not carry stock, but who represent the big canneries, very 
well disposed toward the jobbing or intermediate houses 
in the canned foods line; because they represent themselves 
to be brokers and are constantly trying to buy less the brok- 
erage or on a split brokerage, and even when a broker gets 
an order from the interior they are very reluctant to allow 
brokerage on it, and frequently begin to quote and post the 
broker’s customer so as to sell him direct. 

The result is that wholesale grocers and the regular 
brokers work very closely together in Chicago, and the in- 
termediate or jobbing house works like Ishmael, whose hand 
was against everyone and everyone’s hand was against him. 
_ In describing these conditions of trade and competition, 
I do not refer to conditions of personal feeling, for there 
is no market in the world where a better condition of 
amity and personal good feeling exists among the various 
trade elements in the wholesale grocery line, but every fel- 
low sleeps like a rabbit with one eye open to keep the other 
fellow from “putting anything over on him,” as the base- 
ball fans say. 


There are practically no jobbing ° 


The General Market.—Conditions are more encourag- 
ing, and there is quite a little inquiry for canned foods for 


spot delivery. There is some inquiry also for fancy toma- 
toes for. future delivery for private labels. 


A brisk revival in demand is evident here, and while 
buyers are still bearish and disposed to buy in small quan- 
tities, they are gradually being forced into the market be- 
cause of the depleted condition of their stocks. The 


weather is very fine, mild and bright. Trade conditions 
are decidedly improved. 


Canned Tomatoes.—Standard No. 3 can be bought at 
dock warehouse in Chicago for 82%c., extra standards at 
87%c., and cannot be laid down from anywhere for those 


prices. The opening of lake navigation has caused holders 
in warehouse here to meet the views of buyers more freely. 

Canned Peas.—Some futures are being sold, but not 
enough to “holler” about. Spot peas of the cheaper kinds 
are in good demand, and some good lots are being moved 
at low prices. 

Brokers Also.—Canned foods brokers are finding 
business very hard and meager. A broker told me today 
that he did not think that a single brokerage firm in Chi- 
cago in canned foods and dried fruits had paid expenses, 
including living expenses, any month since November, 1912. 

The Motive.—When things get at their worst there 
must be an improvement. My motive in reciting these 
conditions is to show the actual conditions that have pre- 
vailed, and to state that things have begun to react and 
improve. 

The year 1912 was one of the most unsettling and com- 
mercially alarming “Presidential Election” years we have 
ever had. A party that had been in power almost con- 
stantly for 50 years was disrupted and scattered to the 
four winds, and those who had followed it loyally and 
blindly, and whose faith was all bound up in it, were politi- 
cally wrecked and left without a compass, oar or soil. 

They were in control of the important business indus- 
tries of the country, of the banks, railroads and nearly 
everything in which capital was invested. 

When their political ship ran upon the Roosevelt ice- 
berg and was split in two, they took to the boats and the 
life preservers, and are just getting to shore and on solid 
ground once more. 

They have been so disgusted and dazed over the situa- 
tion that they have since felt like the man who found his 
family destroyed and his house burned by lightning, and 
who, when told to “brace up,” said that “he didn’t care a 
d d what happened now, just.so it didn’t happen to 
him.” 

- That is what is the matter with business, if you want 
it straight, and we all knew it all the time, but didn’t like 
to say so. 

Those conditions are not going to last, however. They 
are going to change, and people of all politics and all parties 
are going to get busy—very busy—soon, and wisely accept 
conditions and loyally adapt themselves to them.

Market 


Contrary conditions will govern the future sales—Cheap fish scarce and high grade fish 


is cheap—Revision of prices necessary—State Fish Commissioners report—Reduc- 


tion in Salmon Freight rates—General News of Interest. 


Reported by Telegraph 


Seattle, May 2, 1913. 

Salmon.—Higher prices for the low grades and lower 
prices for the higher grades. ‘That is the way the future 
salmon market looks right now, although. of course} it will 
be some time before there will be any new fish to offer. Dis- 
interested people have sized the situation up as indicated 
above. The packers, of course, will not conceed that any 
reason exists for lower prices than prevailed last year, but 
the fact remains that there is bound to be a big pack ot 
high-grade fish, and since it was a heavy pack of cheap 
fish that broke the market last year, it 1s only reasonable 
to assume that the rule will work the other way this season 
and the heavy pack of high-grade fish depress values in 
that division. While there is bound to be a good deal of 
cheap fish packed, both on Puget Sound and in Alaska, 
these grades will be in the minority. Moreover, at last 
year’s prices packers on the whole made no money and 
many lost so much and got in so bad with their bankers that 
they are having the utmost difficulty in getting funds with 
which to operate their season at all. In fact, some of them 
are strictly out of the game for this season. 

Here is the way a prominent Oregon packer sizes up 
the situation: “Indications point strongly to a sharp revi- 
sion of canned salmon prices for the coming season. The 
greatest changes will most likely be in the better qualities, 
owing to the too-wide differential that ruled during the last 
season. 

“Alaska Reds and Sockeyes will be principally affected, 
and there is no doubt that Columbia River Chinooks will 
follow the lead of the latter in going at lower figures. The 
fact that this is expected to be the big Sockeye year will 
add that much weight to an already weak market and will 
result in bringing the price lower than would be the case 
were only a normal pack to be expected. 

“Last year Sockeyes opened at $1.90 for pound talls, 
but indications point strongly to the market dropping to 
$1.50 or $1.60 at the most. As usual, there will be a ten- 
cent premium for the flats. Last season Alaska reds opened 
at $1.35 to $1.40 for pound talls, but I would not be at all 
surprised to see them open at $1.15 this year. This is due 
to the fact that there is still a lot of red fish unsold, and to 
the further fact that the pack will be normal. 

“For Columbia River Chinooks the market will be 
compelled to follow the reduction made in the price of Sock- 
eyes. Present indications point to values of about $1.60 to 
$1.75. ‘The price of Columbia River Chinooks for a couple 
of years has been $1.95. 

“Present ideas of the trade are for no reductions in 
the price of the cheaper grades. Chums sold so low last 
season that instead of a profit many packers lost money. It 
is quite possible that of the cheaper grades cleaned up dur- 


ing the early summer months, chums and pinks will open 
at an advance of last season’s prices.” 


The bi-annual report of State Fish Commissioner John 
L. Riseland, just out, shows that for the two years ending 


' March 31st the total value of the fisheries of this state 


reached $7,964,346, of which Puget Sound contributed $5,- 

911,515; Columbia River, $1,084,407; Grays Harbor, $485,- 

472, and Willapa Harbor $482,951. A total of 12,206 per- 

—_ were employed and their wages amcunted to $3,797,- 
5. 

“Broadly speaking,” says the report, “the fishing indus- 

try of this State is in a very prosperous condition. We took 


during the year 116,000,000 salmon eggs, which is 40,000,- 
000 more than the average.” 


The railroads have announced a reduction in railroad 
salmon rates from coast to coast, which in some instances 
amounts to as much as 14 cents per case. The railroads 
are trying hard to keep their hold on the salmon-carrying 
business and are doing their best to line it up before the 
Panama Canal is opetied, for they fear that a good deal of 
fish will go by the all-water route unless something can be 
done to keep the shipments on land. 

Canning of rhubarb will soon be in full swing in the 
White River and the Puyallup Valleys. The pack this year 
promises to be the largest on record. There is a promise 


of a very large pack of cherries.

SUPREME 


REGARDING THE COURT DECISION. 


Applies Only to Interstate Transactions. 


The following statement was issued by Pennsylvania 
Dairy and Food Commissioner Foust: ‘Considerable conflict 
of opinion exists among those interested in the matter for food 
legislation as to the scope of the opinion of Justice Day, of 
the Supreme Court of the United States, in a decision recently 
handed down in the cases of McDermott vs. State of Wisconsin 
and Grady vs. State of Wisconsin. I asked the chief counsel 
of the Dairy and Food Bureau, A. H. Woodward, Esq., for 
an opinion as to the scope of these decisions and as to their 
affect, if any, upon existing laws and pending legislation. The 
following is a resume of Mr. Woodward’s opinion: 

“The decision in the Wisconsin cases does not at all affect 
existing laws or pending legislation of Pennsylvania, as 
framed. The Supreme Court in the Wisconsin cases decides , 
that a statute of Wisconsin, which requires a certain pre- 
scribed label, and no other, to appear upon packages of food 
imported into and sold in that State is in conflict with the 
National law because such statute plainly requires the de- 
struction of the label under which the article was imported 
into the State, and thus destroys one of the means by which 
the United States Government, through its agencies, deter- 
mines whether or not the article in question was, when im- 
ported, in conformity with the United States statute. The de- 
cision does not over-rule, or attempt to over-rule, previous de- 
cisions of the same court recognizing the right of a State, in 
the exercise of its police powers, to make laws and regulations 
controlling the sale of food commodities to the people of such 
State.” 
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CONVENTION WORK BEGUN. 


The Canned Foods Exchange Prepares to Receive Its Guests 
in February, 1914—Appointment of Committees. 


Enthusiasm Rampant. 


Baltimore City has the Convention fever in no mild form, 
for within the next few months there will be held here sev- 
eral large conventions, among these being one of the Eagles, 
who will hold their national convention; and another, the Na- 
tional Association of Advertising Clubs, to which delegates 
from all parts of the world will come. It is expected each of 
these conventions will draw not less than 50,000 visitors to 
the city, and the city is putting on its best, cleaning up and 
making ready for them. 

Apparently the population is not less interested in the 
coming convention of the canners, for these men and this in- 
dustry are known and appreciated here. Enthusiasm is ram- 
pant among the industry here, and everyone is planning for 
the occasion. 

The Canned Foods Exchange called a special meeting on 
Friday, April 25th, for the single purpose of considering this 
event and making preparations for it. President Torsch out- 
lined the intentions, and submitted a tentative plan of com- 
mittee work, which was heartily endorsed and adopted and 
the committees appointed. There was appointed a general 
convention committee of eight, each member of which would 
serve as chairman of a special committee, with particular 
duties to attend to. These committees are as follows:

THE MINNESOTA CANNERY LAW. 


A BILL 

For an Act to Amend Chapter 455, of the General Laws 
of the year 1907. As Amended by Chapter 337 of 
General Laws of year 1909. Entitled ‘“‘An Act to Pro- 
vide for the Inspection of Canneries, Publishing Re- 
ports of Same, and Establishing a Grade for Canned 
Fruits and Vegetables.’’ 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesota: 

Section 1. That Chapter 455 of the General Laws of year 
1907, as amended by Chapter 337, be and the same is hereby 
amended to read as follows: 

Sec. 1. All commercial vegetable and fruit canneries lo- 
cated within this State shall be under the supervision and 
regulations of the dairy and food department. For the pur- 
poses of this act a commercial cannery is hereby defined to 
be a factory where fruits or vegetables are packed in her- 
metically sealed cans, where sterilization by heat is used, and 
its products placed on the market for general consumption. At 
such times as the dairy and food commissioner may deem 
proper he shall cause to be inspected all canning factories 
where fruits or vegetables are put up and preserved in tin or 
glass cans or jars, to be sold as food, and shall require the

correction of all unsanitary conditions, and practices found 
therein, and may search and enter all cupboards, closets or 
any other places in said canning factory for the purposes of 
discovering any chemical preservatives or adulterants which 
he believes are in use or intended to be used in the canning 
or preserving of fruits or vegetables. 


Sec. 2. The dairy and food commissioner shall issue pub- 
lic bulletins of information, report and publish the condi- 
tions found in the canning factories, furnish and disseminate 
information regarding the canning industry, and for that pur- 
pose may arrange for educational exhibits and demonstrations, 
public meetings, and give instructions to processors and super- 
intendents of canneries; such information shall be available 
to any person who is a resident of this State, or those now 
engaged in the business of canning and to those who may 
hereafter engage therein who may properly apply therefor. 

Sec. 3. Any person, firm or corporation owning or oper- 
ating a canning factory where fruits or vegetables are put 
up and preserved in tin or glass cans or jars, to be sold as 
food, may label and sell the same as ‘‘Minnesota standard,”’ 
PROVIDED, the person, firm or corporation puts up, cans and 
preserves fruits and vegetables which are absolutely free 
from chemical coloring matter and adulterants of any kind, 
and which have been inspected and passed upon as of first- 
class grade and quality by the dairy and food commissioner. 

Sec. 4. The dairy and food commissioner shall appoint 
and assign, upon the passage of this act, an efficient and ex- 
perienced food inspector who has passed required examina- 
tions, national or state, and one who has a thorough knowl- 
edge of the canning business, either as processor, superin- 
tendent, or as an inspector of food manufacturing factories, 
whose duties it shall be, in addition to his general work as 


food inspector, to have this inspection of canneries in charge, 
as required in this act; visit and inspect canneries, as often 
as may be required. superintend the work of and instruct in- 
spectors stationed at canneries, and make reports thereof to 
the commissioner. The commissioner shal] allow the person 
appointed as such inspector a sum of $600 annually as addi- 
tional compensation for his services, and may whenever he in 
his judgment deems it proper for the good of the canning in- 
dustry, arrange for annual scoring prize contest on products 
of Minnesota canneries and for such purpose expend not to 
exceed $200 annually. 

Sec. 5. The dairy and food commissioner shall when- 
ever he deem it necessary furnish an efficient inspector to be 
stationed at factory while in operation, whose duties it shall 
be to see that the factory where stationed shall at all times 
comply with all food laws, national or state, all sanitary laws 
and regulations, superintend and see to it that nothing but 
proper raw material is used with the necessary sterilization by 
heat, with only pure salt, sugar and water for the preserva- 
tion of foods packed. The dairy and food commissioner, his 
inspector in charge of canneries, or any local inspector sta- 
tioned at factory or in their absence the processor or superin- 
tendent of the cannery shall be the judge of the quality of 
any raw material or articles used in canning, and as to the 
canning of sweet corn, such corn shall be labeled, when 
packed, as sweet or sugar corn only when packed in the stage 
of milk, if matured beyond this stage it shall be considered 
to be over-ripe for canning as or for sweet or sugar corn. Im- 
mature, over-ripe containing an admixture of field corn or 
frosted sweet corn, or other unfit vegetables or fruit intended 
for canning shall not be accepted at any factory and shall be 
condemned as being unfit for such use by inspector or super- 
intendent of factory. 

Sec. 6. Any and all power conferred upon the commis- 
sioner under authority of Chapter 424, of General Laws of 
year 1907, shall be applicable under this act for the purpose 
of prescribing proper labels and standards of grades on prod- 
ucts of canneries. 
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Sec. 7. It shall be unlawful to sell in this State any 
adulterated or misbranded canned products, such products 
shall be deemed adulterated if it contains any unfit raw ma- 
terial, or any substance or article prohibited for use in can- 
ning by this chapter or if it does not comply with any and all 
food laws of this State same shall be deemed adulterated or 
misbranded as the case may be. 

Sec. 8. Any person, firm or corporation owning or oper- 
ating a canning factory shall, by written notice on or before 
June first of each year, notify the commissioner whether or 
not such factory is to be operated during that season or year, 
giving kinds and varieties of products to be canned or manu- 
factured that season. At least ten days prior to the begin- 
ning of operation of any factory for the packing of sweet corn 
or other products the commissioner shall be notified in writ- 
ing of such intended operation. On or before November fif- 
teenth of each year the owner, manager or superintendent of 
such factory shall furnish the commissioner, his agent, or the 
inspector appointed under the provisions of this chapter with 
a report giving such information concerning such factory as 
the commissioner may require. 

Sec. 9. The dairy and food commissioner shall furnish 
to each factory that shall have fully complied with the pro- 
visions of this act a certificate of inspection that such factory 
has been inspected and has complied with all laws and reguia- 
tions thereto. The commissioner may authorize the owner of 
such factory to use the following or similar label or brand 
on his products to read substantially as follows: ‘Packed 
under regulations of, and in factory inspected by Minnesota 
Dairy and Food Department,” or such other label, device, 
brand, trade-mark, or guarantee certificate with the words 
“Inspected and approved’ as such commissioner may from 
time to time designate by published regulations. 

Sec. 10. The dairy and food commissioner is hereby au- 
thorized to use funds available from the appropriations made 


for the general use of his department to enable him to carry 
this act into effect. 


Sec. 11. Whoever shall without inspection and with- 
out permission of the commissioner use the brand or label 
“Minnesota standard,” or any brand, label or device author- 
ized by the commissioner, or who shall fail to furnish reports 
within the time specified, or who shall neglect to obey any 
lawful direction of the commissioner, his deputy or agent, 
given in carrying out the provisions of this act, or who shall 
use any raw material, articles or substances forbidden to be 
used in canning, or who shall violate any of the provisions 
of this act, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and shall be 
punished by a fine of not less than $25, nor more than $100, 


or by imprisonment in the county jail for not less than fifteen 
days for each and every offense. 


Sec. 12. This act shall take effect and be in force from 
and after its passage. 


[The above was approved by the Legislature March 22 
and signed by the Governor, and is now a law.—Editor. ]

DOCTORS BIGELOW AND BITTING NOW CANNERS. 


Appointed Heads of the Canners’ Laboratories at Washing- 
ton.—The Premier Food Chemists of the Country.— 
Laboratories Soon to Open.—Equipment Sec- 
ond to None.—The Subscribers. 


Dr. Willox D. Bigelow, assistant chief of the Bureau of 
Chemistry during the reign of Dr. Wiley, acting chief of this 
Bureau (is now) for a while and more recently member of the 
Board of Food and Drug Inspection, taking Dr. Wiley’s place 
thereon, has resigned these honors to take the head of the 
newly formed laboratories of the National Canners’ Associa- 
tion. And with him goes Dr. A. W. Bitting, Food Technolo- 
gist of the Bureau of Chemistry and chief canned food man 
of the Government. These two men represent the foremost 
in food chemistry, not only in this country, but in the world 
at large. We consider Dr. Bigelow as without doubt the best 
posted food expert in this country; and Dr. Bitting, as an ex- 
pert in canned foods stands head and shoulders above all 
other claimants. Both of them quiet, thoughtful, studious 
gentlemen, they prove to have a depth of knowledge in the 
science of food chemistry, which is the wonderment of all 
who come in contact with them. And they are broad-minded 
and open to conviction to a degree that is most pleasant, when 
compared with the biggoted, narrow-minded, theoretical prin- 
ciples of the scientific men as usually found. And these men 
bring their great experience and vast fund of knowledge to 
the help of the canning industry in the study of ways and 
means of overcoming the trials and troubles experienced, and 
in devising ways of improving canned foods. 

It had been promised that the men who would have 
charge of the chemical and bacteriological laboratories—the 
Commercial and the Research Laboratories recently estab- 
lished or determined upon by the National Canners’ Associa- 
tion, would be prominent ones, and second to none; and this 
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promise has certainly been well fulfilled in this selection of 


. the two highest men in their respective lines of science. 


Dr. Bigelow has for many years been connected with the 
Bureau of Chemistry in the Department of Agriculture, and 
has been one of the chief workers in the enforcement and di- 
rection of the National Pure Food Law. Dr. Bitting joined the 
Bureau of Chemistry as an inspector and colaborating chem- 
ist at the time of the passage of the Pure Food Law in 1906, 
and was gradually given particular charge of that branch of 
the work which dealt with canned food products and the like. 
Both of them are what are technically known as ‘food men”’ 
as distinct from chemists in drugs and other like substances. 
They are, therefore, particularly well adapted to the work 
which the Canners’ Laboratories will impose upon them. 

The laboratories are now well on their way towards 
equipment and operation, and it is expected that the Commer- 
cial Laboratory will be ready for business by July 1st of this 
year. This Laboratory will handle all those cases of imme- 
diate or urgent need arising in the industry, and it is pro- 
posed to charge a small, nominal fee, merely sufficient to cover 
the cost of analysis, but in no sense to show a profit. 

The Research Laboratory is also rapidly taking shape in 
the new building which has been secured to house these two 
most important departments of the National Canners’ Associa- 
tion. This house is located at 1739 H Street N. W., Washing- 
ton, D. C., and it has about been determined to retain the 
offices of the Association in the Woodward Building, instead 
of erecting a new building, as was at one time intended. 

These laboratories are being equipped at the expense of 
the American Can Company, which has authorized the Na- 
tional Association to spare no expense in securing the best, ob- 
tainable, and this is being done. When completed, this equip- 
ment and the laboratories, like the men now in charge, will 
be second to none. Not content with this munificent gift, the 
American Can Company has agreed to stand a large share in 
the cost of maintaining these laboratories; in fact, they will 
be supported mainly by the can-making companies. In this 


‘way the American Can Company has agreed to advance 62 2-3 


cents and the Continental Can Company 33 1-3 cents for every 
dollar advanced by canners and subscribers toward the sup- 
port of the laboratories. Thus, for instance, if the packers 
and others subscribed $15,000 towards the support and ex- 
penses of the laboratories, the American Can Company would 
at once subscribe $10,000 and the Continental Can Company 
$5,000, making the total subscription $30,000. 

The liberality of the Continental Can Company entitles 
it to the appreciation of the entire industry, for its contribu- 
tion towards the support and maintenance of these labora- 
tories is by no means small. It joins the American Can Com- 
pany in guaranteeing at least one half of the total expenses, 
and when it is remembered that these will total close to $30,- 
000 per year, it can be seen that the gift is a very generous 
one.

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ADVOCATE SHORT CORN ACREAGE. 


The Canning Trade, 
Baltimore, Md. 
Gentlemen:—wWe notice an article in the Canner and 
Dried Fruit Packer of April 3rd, on page 21, and hand you 
herewith a copy of said article: 


“We notice an occasional article in a trade paper 
credited to leading brokers, stating that corn packers are 
going to reduce their acreage to actual sales of futures, or 
to keep organizations together, etc.; also that the last 
time standard corn sold at 45c. to 50c. New York for spot 
the market was 85c. the following spring. We wonder 
if some of these articles are not based on the theory of 
“The wish is father to the thought.’’ Those best posted 
know that very heavy stocks of spot corn are owned by 
the Central and Western packers, also that a great many 
of the large Pacific Coast houses have bought spot corn to 
carry them well into 1914, if not until the 1914 pack is 
ready for delivery. We won’t deny the statement of 
the advance from ‘45c. to 50c. New York for spots to 85c. 
the following spring,’ but we maintain that conditions 
were much different then. For one thing, jobbers in 
many sections did not own at least an estimated year’s 
supply. In our opinion, the quality must be improved if 
we would have the consumers’ support. We will be sur- 
prised if the banks furnishing funds to make the corn 
pack can be induced to finance the large acreage that is 
undoubtedly being provided for—the many reports that 


acreage of standard corn will be reduced one-half, to the 
contrary notwithstanding.” 


We are in pretty close touch with the Corn situation, and 
the only change we could suggest in the article would be to 
give the facts more bluntly, such as an estimate of the sur- 
plus of spot Corn in canners’ hands, etc. However, possibly it 
is just as well the author of this article did not handle the 


subject ‘“‘without gloves,’’ as one can catch more flies with 
molasses than vinegar. 


The brokers’ interest is to have a large pack made, irre- 
spective of profit to the canner, as we cannot hope to earn a 
brokerage selling an article that is not packed; but we are in- 
terested in the success of the canned foods industry. If the 
public would only understand the facts in connection with 


canned foods, and the distributors co-operate, the cost of liv- 
ing would be materially reduced. 


Hoping you will lend your valuable assistance toward 
securing a greater reduction in standard Corn acreage than 
will be made, as this is the only salvation of the Corn packers, 
with the exception that the quality must be improved; and a 
definite standardization should be established immediately. 

We prefer that our name not be used, but, of course, you 


are at liberty to furnish our name to any inquirer that is en- 
titled to same.

THE ACQUISITION OF THE CANNING 
INDUSTRY. 


“The mills of the Gods grind slowly, but grind exceed- 
ingly fine.” ‘The transition of the canning industry from a 
crude, chaotic, disjointed and haphazard business to one of 
closely knit units, with compact, smoothly running organiza- 
tions, employing modern business methods, may seem to 
have been slow, but when its life of only about sixty years 
is scanned it is found the work has been fine and well done. 
This industry has made greater- progress than many realize, 
and now shows a development which cannot be equalled in 
any other line of manufacture. 

It is but a few years, generally speaking, since the 
canning industry was composed of separate, individual 


parts, each packer being a world within himself, distrustful 
of his fellow-packer, and resentful of any attempt to draw 
him into closer relationship. Jealously guarding his secrets, 
as he considered them, he insisted upon conducting his 
business alone and refused to be guided by any other’s 
actions or advice. He was a prey to every enemy, a dupe 
for every designer, and the result was that the industry, be- 
ing composed of such divergent parts could take no con- 
certed action towards its own protection ; and being founded 
largely upon the farming fraternity, with all the farmer’s 
distrust of the business man, the task looked to be hopeless, 
if order was to be expected from such confusion. 

Yet there were among this mass bright intellects and 
good business men, who could foresee the great possibilities 
and who never lost hope for ultimate success. These men 
worked quietly, but persistently, gradually drawing together 
the scattered ends, forming them into small associations, 
and from these into larger, but always sowing the seed of 
mutual co-operation, and pointing out the necessity of it 
before the industry could assume its proper and rightful 
position before the world, and in line with other business 
enterprises. 

Today the National Canners’ Association stands for 
greater achievement than any similar body in existence. 
When an association of food manufacturérs, covering the 
entire country, and in whose membership is represented pro- 
ducers of every class of food known to mankind, the single 
common characteristic of which is the tin can; when such 
an association has so perfected its organization and devel- 
oped its lines of defense that it will be satisfied with noth- 
ing less than the best food chemist the country pos- 
sesses—and gets him—as the National Canners’ Association 
has gotten Dr. W. D. Bigelow, the foremost scientific food 
specialist of the Government-——then it may be truly said that 


that association, and that industry, has progressed to a point 
beyond even the fondest hopes of those early workers. 


The fact of the formation of the chemical and bacterio- 
logical laboratories by the canning industry, for the single 
purpose of improving the quality of canned foods, and for 
devising improved ways and means of producing this class 
of food, stands as an evidence to the world that the indus- 
try has emerged from the days of darkness and ignorance, 
and has placed itself upon a high plane of scientific accom- 
plishment. It proves conclusively that the canners are leav- 
ing no stone unturned, nor neglecting any effort, no matter 
how expensive, to make the goods as pure and as wholesome 
as scientific research and investigation will permit. And 
when the caliber of the men at the head of these laboratories 
is considered, the determination on the part of the industry 
becomes the more apparent. This should certainly serve to 
all doubting Thomases as an evidence of the real value of 
canned foods: and to those papers and persons who persist 
in believing ill of them, that their fears are groundless. It 
should mean the end of all slanderous newspaper stories, 
and it will mean the establishment of complete confidence in 
canned foods in the minds of all consumers. 

The industry is to be congratulated upon the acquisi- 
tion of Dr. Bigelow as the head of its Research and Com- 
mercial Laboratories, and also for Dr. Bitting’s. These men 
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have had an unblemished record with the Bureau of Chem- 
istry, Department of Agriculture, and are recognized the 
world over as the foremost food specialists of the United 
States Government. The National Canners’ Association 
certainly aimed high and took the best material available. 
And we feel that we can assure these gentlemen that the 
canning industry to a man heartily welcomes them, and feels 
proud of the fact that they are at the head of their defense. 

With this splendid completion of these laboratories we 
can begin to see the gradual unrolling of the plan of destiny 
of this business; the ultimate resort to canned foods as the 


source of supply for the tables of the world. And this 
evolution will be interesting. 


It will be recalled that there was appointed at the Louis- 
ville Convention a Board or Bureau of Sanitation. The 
Bureau, working in conjunction with these laboratories, may 
be expected to soon have association inspectors in the field 
to supervise the operation of every canning plant repre- 
sented in the Association. Thus the Association will have 
supervision over the production of the goods; the labora- 
tories will pass upon them, and then it is to be expected that 
the National Association will issue a seal which may be used 
on the label of all goods endorsed by the Association. This 
will mean real weight to the Association and its work, for it 
will then stand to the consumers as a guarantor of the goods 
its members produce—as it should. There will be no inter- 
ference with any one’s business in doing this, as it will mean 
merely passing upon the quality of the goods and the sani- 
tary conditions under which they are produced. This is 
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what the consumer demands, and is what the Association 
should supply. 

In that day the packer who cannot use this emblem 
upon his label, either because he is not a member of the 
National Association or because his goods do not comply 
with the regulations in any way, will find it exceedingly 
difficult te market his goods. For the consumers are quick 
to learn that the seal of the Association will stand for 
cleanliness and quality; and its absence for the reverse. 
And in this way both the producer and the consumer will 
be benefitted and a maximum of real value be produced by 
the Association. 

Truly, we are making a wonderful growth, and may the 
good work go on.

Early fruits and vegetables now in the market—Price of raw and canned 
D. product—Asparagus packing—Berries in demand—Japanese crab meat— 
_ Future pineapples selling—Many interesting Notes from along ‘“The Coast’. 


Reported by Telegraph 


San Francisco, Cal., May 2, 1913. 

Crop Conditions.—A warm wave has swept over Northern 
California, and fruits and vegetables are maturing rapidly. 
All danger of heavy frost is about at an end and canners are 
commencing to get into the field to secure fruit for the sum- 
mer run. Prices have not yet been firmly established, but it 
is believed that growers will receive about the same prices 
for their produce as last year, and that packers will name 
about the same rates on their output. Cherries are now be- 
ing offered in the fresh fruit market and strawberries are 
becoming quite plentiful. Within a short time these will be 
commanding the attention of canners, as will peas and other 
early vegetables. 

Asparagus Packing.—Asparagus packing is in full swing 
but owing to the lateness of the season this year and the fact 
that packers have made large shipments of green grass to the 
Eastern markets, the output is below the normal to date. The 
warm weather is forcing the growth of this vegetable, but a 
rain is badly needed to break the crust that has formed in the 
fields and to produce a growth of high grade and large size 
spears. Future sales have been satisfactory, but packers ex- 
pect to carry a good portion of the pack through the season, as 
was the case last year. Buyers are more exacting than for- 
merly in making purchases of asparagus, and the grass packed 
right at the fields is purchased first, while the inferior graae, 
or that packed from the surplus in the vegetable market, is 
left for the late buyers. 


Berries Selling.—The low prices quoted for California 
berries have served to stimulate business in these to quite a 
marked degree, and brokers are pushing the various lines. 
The prices named are the lowest on record. reductions having 
been made on all grades and sizes, irrespective of the demand 
in the past. Loganberries are being accorded special atten- 
tion, as it is believed that the market for this luscious berry 
can be greatly extended. 

Future prices on Japanese crab have opened high, but if 
the policy pursued last year is again followed, this will make 
but little difference to the trade of the United States. The 
bulk of the pack last season was sold to London buyers, and 
but little except knuckles, trimmings and other inferior grades 
was shipped to this country. For the sixteen-ounce size, pa- 
per-lined, $15 per case is asked, with an advance of $1 for 
wood-lined tins. Halves, paper-lined, are quoted at $18. The 
local trade is not so enthusiastic over Jap crab meat as it 
was when the cream of the pack was sent here. 


Pineapple.—Future pineapple is selling well, and prac- 
tically all orders received by packers prior to the naming of 
prices have been confirmed. The increase in the size of the 
pack expected this year will be easily absorbed, it is believed, 
and it will probably be years before the supply is equal to the 
demand. 

The local salmon market is very quiet, but it is to be 
noted that there is no pressure to sell at opening rates, as 
was the case a few months ago. Those who had to sell have 
parted with their holdings, and those now having fish on hand 
are holding for a profit. Most packers are holding their pink 
_ fish at 70c., and some are asking even more. Medium reds 
are continuing to attract attention, and seem to be more in 
demand than reds and other high grades. The local packers 
are much interested in the investigation of fishing methods in 
Alaska and are strongly upholding the use of fish traps, as 


employed at present, declaring that this is the best way in 
which to take fish, when all phases of conservation are con- 
sidered. 


The biennial report of the Washington State’ Fish Com- 
missioner, J. S. Riseland, has been filed, showing that the out- 
put for 1911 and 1912 totalled $7,964,346.62. The capital 
invested in the industry amounts to about $5,000,000, and 
12,000 people are employed. From March 31, 1911, to March 
31, 1913, the salmon pack amounted to 2,500,000 cases, the 
largest on record for a similar length of time. 

Coast Notes.—Henry P. Dimond, of the Dried Fruit Asso- 
ciation of California and of the Canners’ League of California, 
is in New York on a business trip. 

William N. Rolph, a brother of Mayor James Rolph, Jr., 
has returned from a four months’ trip to Japan, China, Singa- 
pore and the Philippines, where he did valuable missionary - 
work for California canned fruits. 

W. J. Hotchkiss, president of the Central California Can- 
neries, is in New York on a business trip. 

B. S. Hubbard, president of the Union Lithograph Co., 
has returned from a six weeks’ trip to Honolulu, where he 
represented the Panama-Pacific International Exposition Co. 
in the capacity of special commissioner. He brings back 
word that Hawaii will make a great display at the Exposition. 

Frank Hetherington, formerly in charge of the Selma 
(Cal.) plant of Libby, McNeill & Libby, has been placed in 
charge of the immense plant of this concern being erected near 
Sacramento. Warren Nash has been placed in charge of the 
Selma cannery. 

The Central California Canneries has purchased addi- 
tional property at San Jose, Cal., and will erect new ware- 
houses, as well as new cottages for the employes. 

A large canning plant will be erected this season at West 
Stayton, Ore., by the West Stayton Canning Co. 

The engagement of Miss Gladys Wilson and Maurice J. 
Sullivan, district manager for the American Can Company, is 
announced. 

Thomas G. Stallsmith, of Chicago, has been selected by 
the officials of the Panama-Pacific International Exposition, to 
take charge of the Palace of Agriculture and the Palace of 
Pure Foods at the Exposition, occupying a ground space of 
700,000 square feet. The greatest exhibit of pure foods ever 


made is planned.

BALTIMORE. 
May 3, 1913. 

There was an increase this week in the buying of Toma- 
toes for future delivery, but it was not a widely distributed 
movement, such as usually begins at this time in the spring 
and continues until the canning season opens up in August. 
Some markets began to buy futures in January, in a small 
way, and they have since duplicated their orders, but the total 
volume of the sales up to date is very much less than it was 
up to the same date last year. The canners feel that the 
market prices have reached the point where they cannot make 
any profit on the goods, and they are inclined to go slow on 
futures. There are always some sellers in sight, it is true, but 
the buyers should feel pretty sure that the man behind his 
contract is able to stand a loss, and make good should the 
market go against him. 

The buying of spot Tomatoes this week was fairly active, 
and the sales totaled a respectable amount, but there was no 
snap or ginger to it. It was the same character of buying 
that has prevailed here during the last six or eight weeks. 
It has had one good result, anyway, this dullness in the mar- 
ket, if it doesn’t help in other ways, and that is, it has made 
the growers realize the folly of demanding such high prices 
for the coming crop, and they are now accepting normal 
prices. Well-selected brands of choice quality spot Toma- 
toes bought at today’s prices are safe property to own. 

In the other lines of vegetables the market was dull and 
easy this week, with the exception of Sweet Potatoes, which 
were active and advanced from the low prices prevailing dur- 
ing the last month. At this time they look like going higher. 
The new spring crop of Spinach is arriving, but it costs too 
much for canning purposes. Next week, probably, shipments 
can be made out of the new pack. No changes in any other 
lines of vegetables this week. Some good trades are offered 
in spot Peas. 

The new pack of Pineapples is attracting additional orders 
for prompt shipment, usually in small lots, to start the season, 
and the canners anticipate a lively business in them for May 
and June shipments. Blackberries went a-begging up to last 
week, when a sudden demand quickly sent them from 60c. up 
to 70c. dozen, when it was discovered that the stocks on hand 
were small, comparatively, instead of being large. That is the 
case with all kinds of canned fruits here, without any excep- 
tion. There was some buying of Peaches this week, and no 
one packer has a full assortment of them on hand. There is 
no buying of ‘‘future’’ fruits in this market, as yet. 

Further large buying of Cove Oysters caused higher prices 
again this week, and they continue to look stronger ahead. 
Keep yourselves in a comfortable position on Cove Oysters un- 


til next fall.

Tomatoes.—The market remains quiet, with a little im- 
provement in the demand for goods for prompt shipment. The 
past few weeks those packers possessing good stocks were 
obliged to hold on to same because those who had stocks that 
would not grade fully standard were offering at lower thas 
market prices, which had a bad effect, the result being that 
there was a false impression made on the buyer. These off- 
grade Tomatoes were shipped as Standards, and rejected and 
resold at lower prices—some as low as 75c. per dozen. Now 


that these have about gotten out of the way and buyers have 


learned that there is no use to fool around with this kind of 
stuff, the market for good Tomatoes has developed a better 
and firmer feeling. We can offer some very desirable trades 
which will be found under Special Offerings. 

In Future Tomatoes quite some orders have been booked 
for special packs and the ordinary standard grades. The re- 
tailers and jobbers’ spot stocks are commencing to move out, 
and that alone has caused a better inquiry for futures. At 
the low price at which Tomatoes are being offered now, we 
feel that buyers would make no mistake in placing their 
orders, for when goods can be bought at or about cost, it is 
generally the time to buy. They cannot go much lower, but 
they can go much higher. Knowing what it costs to pack 
good standard Tomatoes, buyers would do well to fully in- 
vestigate the reliability and responsibility of the 80c. sellers 
and to make sure that they would be given a good and full 
delivery, even though it turned out to be a bad year. Beating 
down the prices and not allowing the packer a fair living 
profit encourages poor packing and dissatisfaction generally. 
It looks to us as if now is the time to buy, when the pick of 
brands and packers can be had. 

Corn.—Large blocks of cheap Corn have been bought up 
the last few weeks by big operators, and the inquiries are still 
coming from all directions. It is not near so easy to pick 
up Corn at 50c. per dozen as it was, and we are very glad to 
see this, as it will mean a firmer tone to the market. Corn 
in second hands is in a much stronger position than in first 


hands, and some day we will all awaken to see this abused 
article commanding much better prices. 


Regarding futures, the general tendency is a reduction of 
acreage, which means a smaller pack, and an effort will be 
made by all to pack good quality or Fancy Corn, discarding 
entirely the tough, cheap kind—not forgetting their experi- 
ences of 1912. It is admitted that there was not much of the 
Fancy Grade packed this past year, and that it is in small com- 
pass at the present time, so with the prices as low as what they 


are we advise our friends who will want the best grades for 
the coming season to place their orders now.

Tomatoes.—The usual spring activity in canned foods has 
not as yet made its appearance. We have had an abundance 
of rain in this section recently, and farm work has been more 
or less retarded. As far as we know, it has not interfered 
with Tomato growers, but should we have similar weather 
conditions later on, there may be quite a different story to tell. 
There is a slightly better demand for Spot Tomatoes. 

The Future market is unchanged. There is some busi- 
ness being booked for established brands at prevailing quota- 
tions, which are 80@82%c. on 3s, 60@62%c. on 2s and 
$2.40@2.50 on 10s.
